their naval authorities, and to take 
such steps as m ight be necessary to 
safeguard American lives and prop­ 
erty and to secure to American citi­ 
zens tho full enjoyment of their ack­ 
nowledged 
rights 
upon 
the-* high 
seas." 
German 
naval 
authorities 
/lave 
definitely caused such a “deplorable 
situation” as he feared by destroying 
an American 
merchant 
vessel (the 
Frye) and the life of an American 
citizen. The Frye had a perfect right 
to sail the Atlantic without molesta­ 
tion when she was sunk by Captain 
Thierichens, of the Prinz Eitel F r i e d ­ 
rich. I^eon C. Thrasher had a perfect 
right, to take passage on the Falaba 
for W est 
Africa 
without incurring 
the risk of being sent to the bottom 
by a German torpedo. 
Germany has acknowledged respon­ 
sibility for the sinking of tho Frye, 
its note to that effect being publish­ 
ed today. Also it agrees that it must 
pay the owner of the vessel its full 
value. The death of Thrasher is just 
as logically to be charged to it, and 
for winch reparation should be de­ 
manded. 
Vigorous 
handling 
of 
the case from Washington n a y not 
only preserve and maintain our men­ 
aced rights, but may help to bring 
Germ an^ to aer senses and mitigate 
the lawlessness 
of

most of all.

Tile recent revolutions in Mexico 
1iave been really nothing much out 
of the ordinary. They have merely 
revolved a little faster 
than usual, 
and have attracted 
special attention 
because of the calm that preceded 
them under Diaz. 
According to the records, Mexico 
has had seven presidents since Diaz 
hit the beaten trail for Europe. Since 
only three of them have 
made any 
impression on the outside world, it 
may be worth 
while 
dragging the 
whole list into tile light. 
F. L. De la Barra stepped into the 
presidency on April 25, 1911, 
when 
Diaz abdicated, lie merely filled in 
the interval until Francisco I. Made- 
ro was formally elected and inaugu­ 
rated on Nov. C of the same year. 
Victorian© Huerta seized the presiden­ 
cy when Madero was assassinated on 
Feb. IO, 1913. Ile hung on until July 
15 of last year, when he was forced 
into exile by the pressure of foreign 
opinion and the military success of 
General Villa. He was succeeded by 
another figurehead, Francisco Carva- 
jal, who held the executive office for J 
four weeks, then gave place to Gen­ 
eral 
Venustiano 
Carranza, 
titular 
chief of 
the 
constitutional revolu­ 
tionists. The quarrel between Carran­ 
za and Villa led to a national conven­ 
tion of political 
and 
fcivil leaders, 
which on Nov. IO, by way of compro­ 
mise, chose 
Emlalia 
Gutierrez 
as 
provisional president. 
He held the 
reins until Jan. 16 
of 
the present 
yeat, when for reasons nod yet clear 
he was succeeded by Roquc^Gonzales 
Garza. That gentlemen is shill sup­ 
posed to be the head of the Mexican 
government, 
although 
the 
actual 
power is divided mostly between Car­ 
ranza in the south and Villa in the 
north. 
1 
Seven presidents in less than four 
years is a little above Mexico’s aver 
age, th a t’s all. 
From the tim e that 
she cast off the yoke of 
Spain, in 
1820, until PoTfirio Diaz settled him­ 
self in a virtual dictatorship, in 1880, 
the country had 
rulers, 
most 
of 
whom died with their hoots on. 
There were 
three 
periods 
when 
Mexico was fairly peaceful and order­ 
ly—under 
the 
Aztecs, 
under 
the 
Spaniards and under Diaz. 
The Az­ 
tec kings slew their subjects by tens 
of thousands as sacrifices 
to 
the 
great god Huitzllopochtli. Til? Span­ 
ish conquerors enslaved the popula­ 
tion and drained the country of its 
gold and silver. Diaz gave away in 
concessions to foreign capitalists the 
country’s richest resources. 
Stable government 
or chaos—it’s 
usually been pretty much the same 
to the Mexican masses. Whoever has 
won, the people have lost, as tile peo­ 
ple everywhere lose until they wake 
up, unite and take m atters into their 
own hands. W hen the Mexicans ac­ 
quire the power of concerted action, 
their woes will end.

N' th» afternoon of Jan. 0, IOU, 
there were assembled on tho 
quarterdeck 
of

I ’iii ted 
States ship Florida in the pres­ 
ence of the secretary of the navy, the 
commander in chief of the United 
States Atlantic beet, his staff, the cap­ 
tains and officers of vessels then In 
port aud hundreds of their comrades 
of the ranks, who had shared their dan­ 
gers and borne with patience months 
of tedious duty iii a tropical clime, 
thirteen of the fourteen enlisted men 
of the navy who so distinguished them­ 
selves under lire at Vera Cruz that 
they were to receive the much prized 
medal of honor. 
It was the tribute of 
the country, voiced by that Ii rn ne Ii of 
the service in which they served, for 
their meritorious conduct when put tc 
the severest test. 
In addressing our 
newest heroes at the presentation ex­ 
ercises Secretary Daniels said: 
“The medals presented ,today are 
tokens of a grateful country s appre­ 
ciation of work nobly done, of duty 
well performed, of readiness to face 
jrave danger. They are given to men 
who by their conduct under tire have 
won renown not only for themselves, 
but for their companions in arms, their 
comrades who, while hoping for op­ 
portunities for themselves, yet rejoice 
in Hie good fortune of their shipmates 
in being where the fight was thickest, 
the field of service greatest, for that is 
the ambition of men bearing arms. 
And that is one of the most pleasing 
elements in the gratification Ave feel 
today—this readiness to extend the 
merit and the honor to all who wear 
tho uniform. 
“You know' that the signal most 
prizwl iii the fleet is the one flying 
from the flagship telling, Avith its let­ 
ters of many colors, that something 
has been ‘Avell done,’ and that, while 
sonic particular one, perhaps, has won 
it, yet the honor is for the ship and all 
its crew of officers and men whose 
teamwork has made the winning pos­ 
sible. 
“The bluejacket! Let us take off our 
hats to him in the street, for his uni­ 
form is the blue badge of courage; 
Like him by the hand, for his hand 
protects our homes; treat him with 
respect, for he rings true, ami his heart 
is of the finest gold.” 
The medal of honor is the highest rec­ 
ognition any American can receive froir 
his government. 
All fourteen who re­ 
ceived the medal of honor received also 
a gratuity of $100. 
Thirteen of them 
were advanced six months ago to the 
next higher rating, and the fourteenth 
man Avas given permission to partici­ 
pate in the next examinations for war­ 
rant officer. 
All fifty-two of the other enlisted 
men who distinguished themselves less 
only than those awarded the meual 
of honor received letters of commen­ 
dation from the navy del lrtment. Six 
were allowed to participate in tho next 
examination for w arrant officer, and 
forty-six were immediately advanced 
to the next higher rating than they 
then held. 
Such are the substantial rewards the 
navy accords her heroes. 
These are, 
however, symbols of recognition for 
services that are unusual, caused gen­ 
erally by circumstances we strive ear­ 
nestly to avoid. 
Through the dispen­ 
sation cf a protecting Providence we 
seldom have had to brave the dan­ 
gers of the sword, and iii the annals 
of our history the peace hero ' ies for 
distinction with the hero baptized by 
fire.

The 
navy has always sought to lessen any 
discomfitures caused a sailor or ids 
family through his temporarily en­ 
forced absence from home. 
The pres 
ence of a postoffice on every large ves­ 
sel not only makes possible frequent 
and prompt communication between 
ship and shore, but places at the dis- 
iNisltion cf men at sea the wonderful 
facilities of the postoffice department, 
including money orders. 
The navy 
also conducts an allotment office at 
Washington, and any sailor may allot 
a certain portion of his monthly pay 
to his family, deducting it from his 
salary, and It will he sent each month 
promptly. 
In this way the families of 
men on distant stations receive a 
monthly Income as soon as if the rela­ 
tive were at home. 
Each month the 
navy disburses about $463,000 by this 
method of payment. 
On board each vessel, accessible to 
all men in the service, the navy main­ 
tains a savings bank, conducted in ail 
respects like a savings bank ashore.

The government’s brief was filed at 


Washington, D. C., Thursday in the 


supreme court by Assistant Attorney 


General Huston Thompson, in the so­ 
called railway mail pay cases, w'hich 
involves $35,000,000 and affects 800 
railroads. The cases involve the right 
of the postmaster general to change 
the method in adjusting railway pay. 
Previous to 1907 mail was paid for 
annually on the basis of an estimate 
made by actual weighing for 105 days 
and dividing the totals 
by 
ninety. 
This was known as the six-day divi­ 
sor . After Ju ly I, 1907, the whole 
number of days was used as a divisor 
and this became known as the seven- 
day divisor. 
The effect was to re­ 
duce the aggregate compensation to 
the railroads about one-seventh. 
In the brief filed Thursday the gov­ 
ernment maintains that only the re­ 
strictions placed upon the postmaster 
general by statute were that he must 
keep a maximum compensation, and 
must weigh the mails for a period of 
not less than ninety days . Otherwise 
he was at liberty to exercise his dis­ 
cretion 
It argues also that the rail­ 
roads, having carried mail under the 
order of the postmaster general, sub­ 
stituting the later method of weigh­ 
ing, can not now recover damages. 
The circuit court decided in favor 
of the government, but the roads ap­ 
pealed.

er products are based. 
Approximately $6,000,609 is to be 
expended and within a few mouths it 
is estim ated that muon of the m ater­ 
ial for the sim pler dyes which here­ 
tofore was purchased in Gt rm nny^at 
a cost of $12,000,009 annuary, will 
be turned out in the Cubed States. 
The more complicated 
chemicals, 
however, will require a greater length 
of tim e to develop. 
A report of the dyestuff situation, 
called for by a resolution of congress, 
was given out yesterday bv the de­ 
partment. 
It was compiled by Thomas IL Nor­ 
ton, commercial agent of the depart­ 
ment, wiio formerly served as lonsul 
in Germany and is familia.* with the 
industry. 
Mr. Norton estim ates that American 
coke 
ovens 
are 
wasting 
annually 
$100,900,000 in by-products that oould 
be saved and employed in other in­ 
dustries, it having, 
been 
preferred 
heretofore to depend upon 
German 
chemicals rather than 
develop 
an 
American rivestrff eupr-’y. 
The American coke industry, the 
report states, .could produce 20 times 
as much coal ta 
as the world needs 
for dyes. 
A proposal is i:ow being considered 
for the creation of a bureau of infor­ 
mation on dyestuff industry in the de­ 
partment 
Officials are hopeful that the result 
will be the establishm ent of the coal 
tar chemical industry in such a posi­ 
tion that it wrill be able to m eet Ger­ 
man competition even atter the war 
is over. 
In his report Mr. Norton cilia in­ 
tention to the fact that England has 
taken steps to free herself 
of
